Police issue 
warning after 
break-ins 


POLICE are warning residents to 
lock up their sheds, outbuildings 
and garages in the run up to 
Christmas, following a spate of 
break-ins. 

In total, seven break-ins and two 
attempted break-ins were reported 
over the course of last weekend. 

Power tools worth hundreds of 
pounds, golf clubs and a motor- 
cross bike are some of the items 
stolen in the three-day spree. 

Two separate addresses in 
Chauntry Road were burgled over¬ 
night between Friday and Saturday, 
with a nail gun and pressure wash¬ 
er stolen. 

Four further incidents took place 
overnight between Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Two sheds in Chainey Pieces and 
one in Chauntry Road were target¬ 
ed, with one attempt unsuccessful. 

An attempted burglary also took 
place at a garage in Woodcock 
Close. 

A motorcross bike and several 
hundred pounds worth of tools 
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were stolen from a garage in 
Sandpiper Close. 

The bike was a yellow and black 
Suzuki RMZ 250. 

Another bike, a man’s black, white 
and red Trek Series 1 road bike, was 
stolen from a shed in Chainey 
Pieces, and a Woodfield petrol 
strimmer was taken from a shed in 
Burton End between Thursday of 
last week, and Sunday. 

At a meeting of Haverhill Town 
Council last week, Colin Poole, 
town clerk, updated councillors 
and the public on crime figures for 
the town. 

A report from Inspector Peter 
Ferrie, policing commander for 
Haverhill, revealed that crime for 
2014 so far is lower than the three 
year average. 

There have been 1,106 crimes in 
Haverhill town since April 1 this 
year. The three year average is 


1,156. 

Burglary of other buildings has 
decreased overall - while burglary 
of dwellings is one of the crimes on 
the rise. 

Officers are urging the public to 
lock their buildings with close- 
shackle padlocks, if possible, and 
also install a shed alarm. 

Tools and bikes should be marked 
with a postcode and business 
name, if applicable, and also with a 
forensic marking solution or etch¬ 
ing. 

Item serial numbers can also be 
recorded on immobilise.com as an 
additional safety measure for resi¬ 
dents.

Haverhill’snextSaferNeighbourhood 
Team (SNT) meeting is set for Monday

In a new move, the team decided 
that all suggestions for priorities 
should be received ahead of time, 
meaning nine priorities will be 
revealed to the public on the night for 
their votes. 

Three will be taken forward until the 
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next meeting, in March of next year. 

The deadline for this quarter’s sub¬ 
missions was Monday. 

The meeting, which starts at 7pm, 
will begin with a statement on general 
crime in Haverhill town by Inspector 
Peter Ferrie, the policing commander. 

Visitors will also hear about how the 
most recent priorities, selected at the 
previous meeting, have been tackled. 

In September, members of the public 


voted for officers to target drug use 
and dealing on the Parkway Estate, 
reduce criminal damage and anti¬ 
social behaviour in Strasbourg Square 
and tackle anti-social behaviour 
involving cars and mopeds. 

Both those in attendance and those 
watching online will be invited to cast 
their votes. The results will be revealed 
live.

Two youths sought after

The second youth is a white 
male of the same age and 
around 5ft tall. He has dark 
hair and wore a grey hooded 
top.

A NEW health guide 
detailing Haverhill’s 
health services will be 
published before 
Christmas. 

The guide, first pub¬ 
lished by West Suffolk 
Clinical Comm¬ 
issioning Group last 
year, detailed opening 
hours of health centres, 
surgeries, dentists and 
pharmacies - as well as 
telling exactly which 
services were available 
where. 


It has since been edit¬ 
ed, and the new version 
will be distributed to 
surgeries, council offic¬ 
es and other outlets 
before Christmas. 

The original guides 
were delivered to 
Haverhill homes - but 
residents can request 
copies from the CCG. 

Similar guides are 
being delivered to 
Brandon, Newmarket, 
Mildenhall and 
Sudbury. 
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Parking is free after 3pm 
in the run-up to Christmas 
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THERE was some good news 
for Christmas shoppers in 
Haverhill announced this 
week. 

Car parks at Ehringshausen 
Way, Lower Down Slade, 
Haverhill Arts Centre, 
Haverhill Leisure Centre and 
Meadows will be free after 3pm 
from December 12, up until 
Christmas Eve. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council is testing out the pilot 
scheme to assist local people 
and retailers alike at the busi¬ 
est shopping time of the year. 

The move will assist shoppers 
in supporting local retailers, 
and boost Haverhill’s econo¬ 
my, Cllr Alaric Pugh, cabinet 
member for economic growth, 
said. 

“We are keen to support 
retailers at this busy time of 
year,” he added. 

“We want people to shop 
locally and support trade in 
their town, rather than spend¬ 
ing all of their money else¬ 
where.” 

An existing “free after 3” 
scheme currently operates in 
the town every Friday - but this 
new pilot will be in force each 


day of the week. 

The car parks covered by the 
scheme charge 40p for an hour, 
£1 for three hours and either £2 
or £2.20 for all day. 

Charges are in force from 
Monday to Saturday between 
8am and 6pm. 

The move has been welcomed 
by Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce, with Paul Donno, 
chairman, looking forward to a 


“St Edmundsbury Christmas”. 

Mr Donno, who owns 1 
Accounts Online, said: “St 
Edmundsbury is showing its 
support to local trade by run¬ 
ning the pilot scheme - what 
we need now is the people of 
Haverhill and the surrounding 
villages to take full advantage 
of it, to back the town’s shops 
and businesses, to put cash 
into the tills so that we can all 


have a very merry Christmas.” 

Cllr Roger Andre, town 
mayor, welcomed the new deal 
which he says makes it easier 
for local residents to shop. 

The move also allows shop¬ 
pers to browse at a leisurely 
place, and not panic about 
running out of time in the car 
park, the mayor said. 

He added: “Let’s face it, it isn’t 
realistic to drive to Bury or 


Cambridge after school, but 
now you can pick up the chil¬ 
dren and come into town any 
afternoon, shop ‘til you drop 
and still be home by 5pm.” 

Retailers in Haverhill Town 
Centre will trade late tomor¬ 
row as part of the annual 
Family Christmas night. Some 
stores will be open until 8pm.

Cancer 
doctor 
jailed for 
22 years 

A FORMER children’s doctor, 
who pleaded guilty to abusing 
18 boys in his care, has been 
jailed for 22 years. 

Dr Myles Bradbury was 
sentenced at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Monday. 

Bradbury, 41, from 
Herringswell, worked as a 
paediatric consultant 
haematologist at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

He pleaded guilty to 25 
offences including sexual 
assault, voyeurism and 
possessing more than 16,000 
indecent images. 

Sentencing him, Judge 
Gareth Hawkesworth said: 
“These boys were all 
vulnerable and gravely ill. 

“In all my years on the 
bench, I have never come 
across such a grotesque 
betrayal of your Hippocratic 
Oath. 

“There are almost too many 
aggravating factors to list in 
your prolonged carefully, 
planned and cruel abuse. 

“It is implicit in what you did 
for your own sexual 
gratification that you were 
targeting the most vulnerable, 
sick children.” 

Bradbury took pictures using 
a “spy pen” and also carried 
out unnecessary examinations 
on boys for his own pleasure.

Logo launch for 
academy’s new 
member school 
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A PRIMARY school will start 
2015 with new academy sta¬ 
tus. 

Coupals Primary School 
will officially become an 
academy on January 1 - with 
pupils starting the new term 
on the sixth of the month. 

Part of the school’s conver¬ 
sion has led to the design of a 
new logo, which was pub¬ 
lished on the school’s website 
last week. 

Parents, governors and staff 
voted for their favourite of 
two designs - with the winner 
taking an additional 80 votes. 

David Maguire, acting 
headteacher, welcomed the 
new chapter for the school, 
which is joining the Samuel 
Ward Academy Trust. 

He said: “It is a modern logo 
for a modern school without 
losing sight of the history of 
our school and it’s location. 

“We wanted to involve the 
families, governors and staff 



in the process to help every¬ 
one in the school play their 
part in defining the face of 
our new school when it reo¬ 
pens as an academy in 
January. 

“As part of our academy 
conversion every child will 
receive a new jumper or car¬ 
digan with the new logo on 
ready for the first day of the 
new term.” 

The logo includes the 
school’s new name, Coupals 
Primary Academy, but keeps 
the symbol of corn, from the 
old badge. 

The corn tells the history of 


the school, Mr Maguire 
added, as it was built on the 
old Coupals Farm. 

Next, the school will get new 
branding to match the logo 
with “everything on track” for 
the opening in January. 

Coupals’ vision as an acad¬ 
emy will soon be shared with 
parents, via the school’s web¬ 
site. 

As previously reported, the 
school was rated inadequate 
at its last Ofsted inspection in 
May 

Samuel Ward, rated out¬ 
standing by Ofsted, has 
adopted other schools and led 
them to a “rapid improve¬ 
ment”, Mr Maguire added. 

Speaking in September, 
Howard Lay, executive prin- 
icipal of the Trust, said the 
partnership “made sense”. 

Westfield Primary Academy 
and Churchill Special Free 
School are already part of the 
partnership.

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Decision 
time for 
Tesco plan

A SUPERMARKET’S plans to start deliver¬ 
ies at 5am will be discussed by councillors 
today. 

Haverhill’s Tesco store, on Cangle Road, 
has applied for the permission on a tempo¬ 
rary basis, lasting for 12 months. 

If approved, deliveries would start at this 
time every day, including Sundays. 

Town councillors objected to the plan 
earlier this year and those living nearby the 
shop have complained about the noise they 
already have to deal with. 

One resident, from Lord’s Croft Lane, said: 
“Currently, living in this property, I have 
high levels of noise out the front of the 
house from traffic. 

“I already experience a lot of noise from 
Tesco car park. 

“This is in the evenings from cars racing 
around the car park and more importantly 
the bottle banks wake me up with the noise 
early in the morning.” 

Other complaints have come from those 
living in Yeldham Place and Withersfield 
Road. 

Some have raised concerns about the 
noise from the supermarket’s generator, 
which they say goes on until midnight, and 
the noise from delivery lorries passing 
through. 

Environmental Health and Suffolk County 
Council Highways have not objected - but a 
number of measures have been proposed 
by St Edmundsbury Borough Council to 
control any impact on local people. 

These include only allowing a maximum 
of two deliveries between 5am and 7am 
from Monday to Saturday and 5am and 
8am on Sundays, switching off door alarms 
prior to opening and not reloading roll 
cages before 7am and after 10pm. 

This application has been recommended 
for approval by officers. 

In October, the store was given permis¬ 
sion to build three pods in its car park. 
They will house a hand car wash, an Avis 
and a Halfords. 

A further application, for more retail pods 
inside the shop entrance, was withdrawn 
by the company. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
Development Control Committee meeting 
is taking place today from 10am.

Good neighbour scheme wins award 


Men jailed 
for string of 
burglaries 


A VOLUNTEER scheme has won an 
award. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care’s Hospice 
Neighbours service has taken home the 
Hospice UK and National Garden 
Scheme Innovation in Volunteering 
Award. 

Barbara Gale, chief executive, 
collected the award on behalf of the 
charity. 


She said: “Since its launch nearly four 
years ago, the service has continually 
grown and has enabled us to support 
more people in their own homes. 

“It is a fantastic way of helping to 
connect communities and reverting back 
to neighbours helping neighbours, which 
we believe not only helps people when 
they need it most but makes the world a 
nicer place to live in.” 


THREE men involved in burgling 
nearly 60 homes across three 
counties have been jailed. 

The trio used homemade tools to 
smash open windows and patio 
doors at properties including 
addresses in Jay Close and 
Redshank Close in Haverhill. 

Traian Vasiluta, 22, Mihai 
Gherghinesco, 33, and Adrian 
Budurcoiu, 21, all of Ipswich, 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
burgle. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard on 
Friday how police were able to link 
15 raids at addresses in Suffolk 
through distinctive footprints 
from trainers left at the scene and 
the way the homes had been bro¬ 
ken into. 

The burglars also helped police 
link them to the scene of some of 
their crimes by taking photos of 
each other on mobile phones. 

Shauna Ritche, prosecuting, said 
other raids in Norfolk and 
Cambridgeshire brought the value 
of goods stolen to £125,000. 

Jewellery, cameras, computer

equipment and houshold items 
were taken. 

Gherghinesco was arrested on 
May30, closetotheCambridgeshire 
police HQ. He had one of the win¬ 
dow smashing tools hanging 
around his neck and stolen items 
were found in his vehicle. 

Vasiluta was detained on June 14 
in Foxhall Road, Ipswich, when 
police stopped a car and found he 
too had one of the window tools 
and a number of stolen items. 

Miss Ritchie said a search at a 
property where the three men 
were living revealed a large quan¬ 
tity of stolen items in a hidden 
room in the attic. 

Gherghinesco admitted involve¬ 
ment in 17 burglaries, and Vasiluta 
admitted 38. Both were jailed for 
seven years and four months. 

Budurcoiu, who admitted 
involvement in four burglaries, 
was sentenced to five years and 
four months.

Oddy, of Bradley Road, 
Cowlinge, met the young 
girl, who called herself 
Millie, in a chat room last 
summer. 

Despite learning she 
was 15, he carried on 
chatting with her, 
obtained her mobile 
number and sent her a 
string of “dirty messag¬ 
es”. 

Michael Crimp, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court 
that Oddy watched as the 
young girl took her top

off and showed her 
breasts. 

After one online chat 
where Millie believed 
Oddy was performing a 
sex act on himself, she 
informed the police. 

The 43-year-old had no 
previous convictions, 
cooperated fully with 
police, and admitted his 
actions. 

Edward Renvoize, miti¬ 
gating, said that Oddy 
initially thought the girl 
was older, but had per¬ 
sisted despite discover¬ 
ing her true age. 

He said: “This was an 
enormous lapse of judge¬ 
ment on the part of Mr 
Oddy. 

“There is no suggestion 
that he has any particu¬ 
lar interest in young 


girls. 

“He made a series of 
very poor decisions 
which of course are 
criminal and he must 
face the consequences of 
this.” 

Judge David Goodin 
sentenced him to 12 
months imprisonment, 
suspended for 18 
months. 

The judge also ordered 
that Oddy be under pro¬ 
bation service supervi¬ 
sion for 18 months, pay 
£250 in costs and sign 
onto the sexual offences 
register for the next 10 
years. 

He said: “I am satisfied 
that you meant her no ill 
and if you had been 
aware of the damage 
being caused by it then 
you wouldn’t have 
engaged in the activity.”

IN the UK the most popular Christmas dinner, 
since Victorian times at least, has involved a 
roast turkey or other poultry (geese, chickens 
and ducks are other popular choices) with 
all the trimmings - stuffing, cranberry sauce, 
bread sauce. The selection of vegetables and 
other side dishes can range from the love- 
them-or-hate-them brussels sprouts to the 
more conventional carrots and parsnips, not 
forgetting delicious roast potatoes. The meal is 
often rounded off with a traditional Christmas 
(or plum) pudding, served with brandy butter 
or cream. If there’s room at the end of all this, 
mince pies or even trifle are also offered, not 
forgetting a chocolate-y yule log. 

Around the world, Christmas traditions vary. 
Some countries focus their celebrations on 
Christmas Eve instead of December 25th. In 
Brazil, the pre-Christmas feast includes Couve 
a Mineira (garlic kale), luscious fruits, Brazil nuts 
and zesty rice, along with platters laden with 
ham and fresh salad. Austrians dine on fried 
carp, their famous Sacher Torte (an indulgently 
rich chocolate tart) and biscuits such as 
lebkuchen and sterne. Danes are partial to roast 
pork, complete with crackling, while Czechs 
prefer fish and potato salad on Christmas Eve. 

In Iceland dinner is served at 6pm on December 



24, and will probably involve Hamborgahryggur 
- a kind of gammon steak, and even roast 
reindeer, ptarmigan and smoked lamb. 

If curry is your thing, you might want to think 
about celebrating yuletide in India. Biryanis, 
mutton curries and sweets such as kheer are all 
on offer there. From the Philippines - where 


served up to accompany a cured leg of pork- 
to the Swedish Christmas smorgasbord, it seems 
that there are as many different Christmas 
culinary traditions as there are countries that 
celebrate it. Wherever you are on the day, and 
however you choose to mark the day, we wish 
you a very happy time!

Christmas 
tips for trees 


THE festive season for Christmas trees 
seems to have jumped a month, as re¬ 
tailers have now been selling real trees 
for several weeks to the public, despite 
advice from the British Christmas Tree 
Growers Association not to buy your 
tree earlier than December I. 

Homebase, B&Q and Asda have had 
trees in some of their stores for several 
weeks, while even John Lewis has 
started selling real trees online for the 
first time. 

I personally remain unconvinced 
about buying a Christmas tree online 
as shapes do vary and there is limited 
scope for returning it if it's too wide, 
dense or simply doesn't fit the shape of 
your space. 

But if you've already decked the 
halls with boughs of holly and put the 
baubles and tinsel on your Christmas 
tree, how are you going to stop it from 
looking like a dried-up old offering by 
December 25, with more needles on 
the floor than on the branches? 

Well, if you are still looking for a cut 
real tree, make sure you saw around an 
inch off the base, which will open the 
pores of the tree, albeit temporarily.

You need to plunge the tree butt in a 
bucket of water immediately after cut¬ 
ting it, so the tree can absorb moisture 
and the pores don't have a chance to 
close up again. 

When the tree is brought indoors, 
mount it in a water-holding stand and 
place it away from direct heat, such as 
a radiator. Keep the container topped 
up with water every day; you will be 
surprised how much the tree drinks. 

When buying your tree, Harry 
Brightwell, secretary of the British 
Christmas Tree Growers Associa¬ 
tion, advises: “A fresh tree will have 
a healthy green appearance with few 
browning needles. 


“Needles should be flexible and not 
fall off if you run a branch through 
your hand. Raise the tree a few inches 
off the ground and drop it on the butt 
end. Very few green needles should 
drop off the tree but it is normal for a 
few inner brown needles to drop off.'' 

Prices are likely to be much the same 
as last year. B&Q is charging £35 for 
a medium Nordmann fir (4ft 11 in-6ft 
6in) and £20 for a similar sized Norway 
spruce, while from Homebase a 5ft-6ft 
cut Nordmann fir is £35 and a similar 
sized Fraser fir is £30. 

About 80% of the trees sold are 
Nordmann fir, around 10-15% Norway 
spruce, and the remainder are lesser 
known varieties including the Fraser fir. 

Gardeners may opt for container- 
grown trees, grown in pots from 
seedling stage, which are able to 
develop a good root system and can 
be planted in the garden afterwards. 
However, beware of similar-sounding 
'containerised' trees, warns Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers' Association 
magazine. These trees are grown in a 
field then dug up and put into a pot 
just before sale. They often lose a lot 



of roots in the process and looked dull 
and lifeless at the end of a trial carried 
out by Which? 

Those keeping a container-grown 
tree should: 

■ Keep it in the house for no more 
than two weeks. If necessary, you can 
keep your tree in a sheltered spot out¬ 
side until you're ready to bring it in. 

■ Put a saucer under the pot to protect 
your furniture/floor, or place the pot 
inside another one without drainage 
holes. 

■ Choose a cool spot, away from 
radiators and fires, to prevent the tree 


from overheating. It should have some 
natural daylight. 

■ Water regularly and don't let it dry 
out - but don't leave it sitting in water. 

■ To keep the tree growing after the 
festive season, put it outside initially in 
a sheltered spot, covering it with horti¬ 
cultural fleece if hard frost is forecast. 

■ Repot the tree every few years when 
its roots outgrow the container.

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THERE will only be a few hundred and 
they will not be cheap, but Japanese 
car giant Toyota is about to take its 
first small step into the unproven 
market for emissions-free, hydrogen- 
powered vehicles, writes Matt Joy or PA 
News. 

The world’s largest car maker will 
begin selling fuel cell cars in Japan on 
December 15 and in the US and 
Europe in mid-2015. The sporty-look- 
ing, four-door Toyota Mirai will sell for 
6.7 million yen (£36,700) before tax. 
Toyota hopes to sell 400 in Japan and 
300 in the rest of the world in the first 
year. 

“In time, the fuel cell vehicle will 
become mainstream. We wanted to 
take the first step,” said Mitsuhisa 
Kato, a Toyota executive vice presi¬ 
dent, at the vehicle’s launch. “We want 
to be at the leading edge.” 

Fuel cell vehicles run on compressed 
hydrogen gas, which in the Mirai’s 
case is stored in two tanks mounted 
underneath the vehicle. They emit no 
exhaust, though fossil fuels are used 
in the production of hydrogen, and to 


pressurise it. 

Both Honda and Hyundai are also 
experimenting with limited sales and 
leases of fuel cell cars. Honda showed 
a fuel cell concept car yesterday. 

Besides the relatively high cost, buy¬ 
ers will have to contend with finding 
fuel. Only a few dozen hydrogen filling 
stations have been built worldwide, 
though governments are subsidising 
the construction of more. 

It is an uncertain future that both 
depends on whether makers can bring 
down the price, and whether a wide- 
enough network of filling stations will 
be built. 

Yoshikazu Tanaka, deputy chief 
engineer for Toyota’s next-generation 
vehicle development, said he expects 
it will take 10-20 years for the Mirai to 
reach sales in the tens of thousands of 
vehicles a year. 

Asked if it was a risk, he agreed, but 
Toyota views it as a challenge. Likening 
it to a chicken and egg situation, he 
said if you say it is too risky and do not 
move forward with production, the 
number of filling stations will never 


grow. Toyota faced a similar scenario 
with its Prius petrol-electric hybrid, 
which now sells in big numbers. 

“It was a big challenge when we first 
introduced the Prius, or hybrid car, in 
1997,” Tanaka said. “And it’s an even 
bigger challenge this time because 
there is no infrastructure, and we’re 
trying to lead the commercialisation of 
fuel cell cars.” 

Hoping to offset the inconvenience 
of finding fuel, Toyota gave the car a 
futuristic look inside and out (Mirai 
means future in Japanese) and made 
it peppy to try to attract buyers. It 
accelerates particularly quickly from 
about 25 to 45mph, Tanaka added. 

The Japanese government also plans 
to offer a two million yen subsidy to 
buyers of fuel cell cars, reducing the 
effective price to 4.7 million yen 
(£25,700). 

Sales will be limited to the primarily 
urban areas that have fuelling sta¬ 
tions. In Japan, with about 30 stations, 
that means the regions around Tokyo, 
Osaka and Nagoya cities in central 
and western Japan and the northern

■ Over time, your headlights 
can cloud over due to the dirt 
and debris they come in contact 
with. Ensuring you wipe down 
all of the lenses around the vehi¬ 
cle will keep them clean; mak¬ 
ing sure your lights can shine at 
their fullest capacity. Some 
soapy water will wash away any 
dirt or marks that have built up 
or keep a pack of baby wipes in 
your car in case of build up 
whilst you’re out driving in 
adverse conditions. 

■ The same goes for the vehicles 
windscreen, clean it both inside 
and out to improve visibility, 
especially when there is glare 
from the winter sun. n Wiper 
blades are essential when driv¬ 
ing in the rain and for clearing 
away any dirt from windscreens; 
if these aren’t functioning prop¬ 
erly a driver’s vision will be seri¬ 
ously compromised. Check the 


rubber is still intact with the 
plastic framing of the blade and 
they are effectively clearing the 
windscreen - replacing them if 
necessary. 

■ When temperatures start to 
drop outside, some of the liquid 
components in a vehicle will 
too. Likewise to antifreeze in 
your engine coolant, investing 
in a couple of pounds to treat 
windscreen washer fluid with a 
suitable additive will also 
reduce to chance of it freezing. 
However, using normal engine 
antifreeze can damage paint¬ 
work so don’t be tempted to mix 
this your washer fluid. 

■ Dark mornings and evenings 
means it can be difficult to 
check your tyres so complete 
this task during daylight hours 
and make sure they are in a safe 
condition. For wet and wintery 
conditions, it’s recommended 
that there is at least 3mm of 
tread but nothing under 2mm as 
this can seriously reduce han¬ 
dling and stability.

Ford’s latest Mustang sallies forth
